river since July 23, date of the begin. 
ning of an offensive about Kiukiang. 

Kiukiang fell on the twenty sixth, 
Until Sunday night the Japanese had 
reported encountering and defeating 
only three Chinese divisions, 

Despite large scale fighting in 
which Japan's combined land, naval 
and air forces hammered at the Chi- 
nese defenders, the Japanese admitted 
a fierce conflict still was continuing 
south of Kiukiang, with the Chinese 
line unbroken.

productive. 

A partial summer fallow consists of 


ploughing in mid.summer followed by’ 


cultivation to keep down weed growth 
during the remainder of the growing 
season. This treatment should’ not he 
commenced later than August Ist, be.

appears to exhaust the food reserves 
stered in the roots of such weeds 
as perennial sow thistle, | Canada 
thistle and chicory.

established stand of perennials is 
more difficult to kill than a young 
growth of the same especies. 

Keeping down all top growth from 
July 15th to the end of the growing 
Season will greatly reduce the stand 
of perennial weeds but for complete 
eradication of a persistent weed like 
couch grass, this treatment should be 
followed up in the next year by a hoed 
crop, such as-corn or potatoes.

Farmers and city dwellers alike will 
agree that country roads are the show 
‘window, of Ontario farms and are 
largely responsible for advertising 
products of the soil. If roads are mar. 
red by an unsightly growth of weeds, 
tourists get a bad impression and ur. 
ban residents lose faith in rural On- 
“tario as a, producer of agricultural 
products second to none in the world. 

There are seven good reasons why 
roadside weeds should be wiped out 
of existence. They (1) infest adjoining 
farm lands; (2) spread plant diseases; 
(3) are dangerous to traffic; (4) will 
gather and hold snow; (5) clog ditch. 
es on roadsides and thus hinder the 
flow of water and proper drainage of 
the road bed; (6) are dangerous from 
a fire standpoint; (7) are unsightly 
to residents and tourists alike. 

The Weed Control Act of Ontario 
states roadside weeds must be de. 
stroyed before seeds mature. The Mu. 
nicipal Council, through its road au. 

. thority is responsible for seeing that 
this work is done. Proper grading of 
roadsides {and removal of stones, 
bier ea a brush will enable the 
road authority to do this work quickly 
and efficiently. A thick seeding of a 
good grass mixture will make a thick 
sod which prevents weeds frpm ob- 
taining a foothold.

SUNSOALD OF SWINE 


White-skinned pigs that are sud. 
denly exposed to the hot sun during 
spring and summer often develop “a 
skin condition known as sunscald. 
Nursing, weanling and young grow. | 
ing pigs of the white breeds are ten. 
der in the skin and more susceptible 
to sunscald than older pigs of the 
game breed or pigs with dark coloured 
skin. 

The first parts to be affected are 
usually the backs of the ears. With 


weather. Water or wet feed should 
never be poured over the heads or 
shoulders of the pigs at feeding time. 

When the first signs of sunscald 
appear, affected individuals should be 
immediately removed to a building or 
shade and scalded parts treated. Car.

On their 
light sand land, rye is about the only 
fall crop they can grow and they are 
using it for the double purpose of 
- windbreak and a green crop to plow 
under. J. L. Stansell, Staffordville, 
_peeds all of the tobacco jJand to rye 
in the fall. Next spring the rye is 
plowed in strips, one third beinz left. 
Once in three years, therefore, all of 
the land is in rye that is allowed to 
grow until: the tobacco plants no 
longer require protection, when it too 
‘ja plowed under. With this rotation, 
Mr. Stansell and his son expect to 
keep on growing tobacco on the same 
fields almost indefinitely.
